Andifany com- 
plaint ſhall be made againſt any perſon for doing 
contrary hereunto. VVee do hereby declare, that 
ſuch perſon ſhall be proceeded againſt for his con- 
tempt,asa perſon complying with thoſe who deflire 
to defraud others by making to themſelves an un- 


juſt gaine.
